Berlin, Doc. 14.—The existence of 
the reichstag was term inated sudd, il­ 
ly in the 
afternoon amid 
scenes of 
considerable excitement, ulion the de­ 
feat of t!ie 
governm ent’s bill 
for a 
supplementary appropriation 
to sup­ 
port the troops In German Southwest 
Africa. 
This action by the government, al­ 
though foreshadowed several days ago, 
took the house by surprise, as dissolu­ 
tion means a direct attack upon the 
clerical party, which has grown into 
such Intimate relations with the gov­ 
ernment that it frequently has been 
characterized as the governing party. 
The clericals have grown so strong in 
numbers and infim nihil that political 
prophets asserted that Imperial Chan­ 
cellor von Buelow never would ven­ 
ture to create a breach with the party. 
The tension between the government 
and the clericals 
has been 
growing 
since Director of the 
Colonial Office 
Dernberg, on Dec. 3, attacked the lend­ 
er of the Center party. Herr Roeron, 
in tho reichstag and showed that he 
had attempted unduly to influence the 
government’s 
administrative 
meas­ 
ures in the colonies.

Herr Spahn, the clerical leader, be­

Would Withdraw Some Troops. 


H ie chancellor replied that between 
now and Jan. 4, 1907, 4,000 men would 
be brought home, and that after Jan. 4 
more troops would be recalled, accord­ 
ing to the military necessities; but to 
reduce 
the 
garrison 
to 2,500 
men 
would mean the loss of the southern 
lart of tile colony and would greatly 
endanger 
tile central and 
northern 
jarts, while 
German rule 
in Africa 
would be imperiled 
by a renewal of 
the insurrection in German Southwest 
Africa, which would spread naturally 
beyond the frontier. 
After the speakers had been beard 
the situation seemed even more grave. 
Prince von Buelow then made a final 
appeal for the passage of the bill. He 
said he felt it to be his duty again at 
the last hour to call attention to the 
serious responsibility in the present 
vote. 
He declared it. was not a ques­ 
tion of a few millions more or less, 
hut “whether 
we can hold 
our own 
colonies or not.” 
“The 
question is,” he 
continued, 
‘are we willing to jeopardize our re­ 
spect in the eyes of the world, and our 
military, or not ?” 
The chancellor, in 
expectation 
of 
the refusal of the reichstag to accept 
the appropriation bill, 
had obtained 
Emperor 
W illiam ’s 
consent 
to dis­ 
solve the house, as well as the assent 
of the federal 
council, which 
is re­ 
quired by the constitution. 
The reading of the decree of disso­ 
lution was followed by an extraordi­ 
nary scene, made up of tumultuous ap­ 
plause and disorder. 
The wisdom of the 
government’s 
course in dissolving the reichstag up­ 
on the question of the colonies, which 
has 
exhausted the 
patience 
of the 
people, is seriously 
doubted by cool­ 
headed ministerialists.

KING OSCAR VERY ILL 


AGED

Stockholm, Dec. 
14.—Considerable 
alarm bas been occasioned the Swed­ 
ish people by a statem ent that King 
Oscar 
is seriously 
ill. that 
all the 
members of the family have assembled 
at 
the palace 
and 
that the 
crown 
prince, Gustavus Adolphus, has been 
summoned hurriedly from Berlin. 
It. 
appears that King Oscar has been ail­ 
ing for some days past. 
His indisposi­ 
tion was not regarded as serious until 
Wednesday, when he developed symp­ 
toms of heart failure. 
His heart has 
been affected for the past three years 
and iii the fear th a t 
because of bis 
great age the present attack might 
prove fatal, four doctors have been in 
attendance. 
The king slept fairly well W ednes­ 
day night and was better Thursday 
morning. 
But tow ards afternoon his 
condition again becam e alarming. 
At 
9 p. rn., 
however, 
the 
Associated 
Press learned th at the king had had 
some further sleep and that his doc­ 
tors were hopeful of a rally. 
The crown prince is expected to ar­ 
rive here soon. 
The bulletin just issued says that, 
the king’s condition is tolerably satis­ 
factory. 
The action of the 
heart is 
improved, 
although the 
pulse is

regular.

Roosevelt will withdraw his simplified 
spelling order to the house printer and 
hereafter all documents from the ex­ 
ecutive departm ents

printed in the old fashioned style. 
Representative Landis of the joint 
committee on spelling conferred with 
the president, 
who said he 
did not 
wish to have spelling overshadow m at­ 
ters of great importance and expressed 
a willingness to revoke 
his order for 
the new spelling in case the house of 
representatives should go on record 
as opposing the system. 
Accordingly 
Mr. Landis Introduced the following 
resolution in the house: 
“ Resolved, That it is the sense of 
the 
house 
of representatives 
that 
hereafter in presenting reports, docu­ 
ments or other publications authorized 
by law, ordered by congress or ema­ 
nating 
from 
Hie executive 
depart­ 
ments, their bureaus or branches and 
independent offices of the government, 
the government printing office should 
observe and adhere to th e standard of 
orthography prescribed 
in generally 
accepted dictionaries of the English 
language,” 


The m easure was passed without a 
dissenting vote, although Mr. Gillett 
(Mass.), who made a light for simpli­ 
fied spelling before the bouse commit­ 
tee on appropriations, explained that 
ho did not wish to give the impression 
that he had changed his mind. 
The system of reform spelling was 
put. into effect by the president during 
the recess of congress, and all public 
documents supplied to th e executive 
departm ents have been printed In the 
simplified 
way. 
Those 
documents 
have been pouring in on congress ever 
since tho opening day, much to tim 
dissatisfaction of most 
of the mem­ 
bers. 
As 
a result 
tho 
government 
printing office was using two forms of 
spelling 
in 
public 
printing. 
This 
caused a confusion and comment un­ 
favorable to the reform 
and finally 
was made an issue between the legis­ 
lative and executive departm ents, the 
judicial department having previously 
frowned upon the president’s order.

It would not be making too strong an 
assertion to say t h a t a farmer needs 
scales just as much 
as a bookkeeper 
needs books. 
Vet we often find farms 
where the only scales to be found are 
those th at tho good housewife uses to 
weigh out her butter. 
A case recently 
came under our observation where a 
farmer had a load of hay to sell to his 
neighbor. 
Neither of them had scales 
th a t would weigh more than 150 pounds 
at once. 
W hen the seller had what ho 
considered to bo a ton of hay on his 
wagon he drove over to his neighbor 
anil told him t h a t t h a t was what he es­ 
timated to be a ton, and tho purchaser 
was satisfied. 
T h e time for guess 
work is past. 
Those who got to tho front in this age 
know just what they 
are buying and 
selling, eliminating 
all guess work. 
Many companies are 
manufacturing 
scales of all descriptions, from lofter 
scales to those t h a t will weigh a carload 
of grain or coal. 
T here is as much 
competition in the scale business as in 
any other line, so t h a t prices for these 
necessities 
are 
not exorbitant, and 
therefore the farmer of today has no ex­ 
cuse for being without adequate means 
of 
determining exactly the value of 
what he buys and sells. 
—o — 
Sa w d u st can usually bo had for the 
hauling, and it makes excellent bed 
ding for horses and cattle, as it absorbs 
all the liquid manure, th u s keeping tho 
stock clean, besides saving the best part 
of the manure, which amounts to a good 
deal in one winter where two or more 
horses are kept. 
It is cheaper th a n 
straw, and is much easier handled 
in 
the manure, especially if you want to 
haul it out in the fields in the winter. 
We have used it in this way with good 
success, as the hay was much heavier 
for a : umber of years after a top dress­ 
ing of this kind on the ground when in 
wheat. 
Try it arid see if your horses 
d o n ’t enjoy it better than lying on 
tho 
hard floor, which spoils the 
horses’ 
foot, as they get so dry and hard.

you owe. 
Vou will bo surprised at the 
amount. 
T hen clean them up, even if 
you have to borrow money to do it. 
lf 
you owe fifty dollars in a lump you will 
realize it and save accordingly, 
lf you 
owe as much or more 
in driblets you 
will not be apt to th in k it amounts to 
much, but it is w hat brings trouble. No 
man was ever known to go b a n k r u p t 
with only one creditor.
